IMPORTATION OF

Registration under the Order is con- 
fined to persons using woollen yarm in 
industrial processes.

ance of a proposed amendment to the 

Constitution. Any proposed amend- 

ment should stand or fall on its own 

merits, and should not be made an 
occasion of political manceuvring. 

The second stage of the bill was 

passed. 

On the second stage of the Water 

Supply Bill, 1941, Dr. C. WARD, Par- 


for Local Government and Public 
Health, said that it was in the public 
interest that a sanitary authority, 
when it had Fheis a public water 
supply, should not, be open to any

date, and it was hoped to achieve that 
object in that bill.

SHOPS BILL 


Moving the second reading of the 
Shops (Conditions of Employment) 
(Amendment) Bill, 1941, he said that 
the bill was designed to amend the 
Act of 1938, which provided for suit- 
able meals in the middle of the day for 
shop workers in lieu of work on Sunday. 
and annual holidays with pay. One 
amendment related to the definition of 
& member of the staff of a shop, and 
this was introduced because the Act 
could be construed as bringing within 
its scope*certain clerical or transport 
employés other than bona fide members 
of the shop staff. A second amend- 
ment excluded from the scope of the 
Act such persons as ice-cream vendors, 
breadvan drivers and milk, vendors, as 
these people worked under different 
conditions to those of shop assistants 
and industrial workers. These, by this 
amendment, could not bring their em- 
ployers to court for such questions as 
arrears or overtime in the same way as 
shop staffs. These workers, however, 
would still be guaranteed the benefit of 
annual leave and holidays with pay. 

A third amendment held that the 
Fia Act no longer applied to 
1otels, owing to the over-all hours and 
of keeping uniform conditions all the 
year round, because of the wide variety 
of business carried on by hotel pro- 
prietors. It was, he thought, possible 
to apply the Act to Dublin hotels. The 
amendment did not propose to delete 
restaurants from the scope of the re- 
gulations, only restaurants attached to 
hotels. Another amendment referred 
to chemists’ shops and arranged to 
comply with the Pharmacy Act, which 
provided that one qualified assistant 
or qualified proprietor was always in 
the shop during working hours. The 
amendment allowed for a special regu- 
lation of these workers’ half-holiday.

ALIEN SPECULATION 
IN PROPERTY | 


On the adjournment motion, General 
MULCAHY raised a matter on which 
he had asked a question earlier in the 
sitting. One heard on every side 
rumours of aliens buying recently 
house property and speculating in 
land. If there were nothing in these 
rumours, they should take steps to see 
that such rumours did not give rise, 


jas often happened in these cases. to 


dangerous speculative buying. Such 
rumours often created movements that 
had undesirable reactions. On the 
other hand, there was an element in 
the financial situation here that lent 
itself to such speculative buying. The 
total amount of money in circulation 
in this country at present was £220 
millions, which was only about 2 per 
cent. more than in 1920. In England 
there had been an increase of 1,700 
million pounds in new money in the 
last two years—an increase of about 
85 per cent. The opportunity for 
utilising ‘this money in Great Britain 
was growing smaller, and there was a 
great danger that people in Britain, 
whose roots were not deeply sunk, 
would be tempted to speculate in pur- 
chase of land or property. here. He 
suggested that some check would have 
to be instituted. For instance. it was 
impossible to buy a lorry without a 
licence. It would be one way to 
prevent this speculation and bring the 
situation under review if the Govern- 
ment passed an emergency order that 
no non-national could buy land ‘or 
rentals except by licence from the 
Minister for Finance. 

Mr. P. McGILLIGAN (F.G., N.W. 
Dublin) said it was quite clear that the 
situation was serious. There was 
always a danger that, when the Minis- 
ter did intervene, later on, he would 
not hurt the original buyer, but 
possibly an innocent in-between buyer. 
The Minister, if he did act, should be 
ruthless in the expropriation of original 
non-national speculators. 


NO PRIMA FACIE CASE 
The MINISTER (Mr. O'Kelly) said 


that he would have no hesitation in 
promising to the House that he would 
take whatever action was desired if he 
were satisfied that there was any case 
of alien speculation in property. He 
had heard rumours of people buying 
real estate all over the country, but 
from the fullest inquiries he had made 
he had found they had no basis in fact. 
The Land Registry had. no such know- 
ledge, the Registry of Deeds, the Land 
Commission and the Stamping Depart- 
ment—none of them had any evidence 
of such speculation. He did not know 
if the safeguards suggested were neces- 
sary, because there was no prima facie 
case.

KILKEE MURDER CASE 


MOTHER AND DAUGHTER 
CHARGED 


At Kilkee, before Mr. Patrick Has- 
sett, Peace Commissioner, Sarah Madi- 

an (41), a widow, and her daughter, 
Norah Madigan (18), of Dough, 
Kilkee, Co. Clare, were charged with 
the murder of Patrick Madigan (54) on 
23rd September last. The accused 
women were remanded in custody to 
the next District Court at Kilkee. 

On the 23rd September Patrick Madi- 
gan, who was employed as a road 
ganger on the main Kilkee-Doonbeg 
road by the Clare County Council, left 
home at 7 a.m. for his work, and took 
with him his dinner. Shortly after 2 
p.m. some men noticed him sitting by 
the roadside and looking extremely ill. 
One man is said to have remarked to 
him, '' You’re looking awful, and you 
should not have come to work to-day,” 
to which he replied, '“1 was grand until 
I had my dinner.” He was then taken 
to a house nearby, where he was put 
resting on a chair. He was apparently 
seized with convulsions, and his state 
became so alarming that the doctor and 
priest were sent for. He died at 6 
p.m., when a messenger was on his 
way for the ambulance. 

At an inquest held on the 24th Sep- 
tember an adjournment was applied for 
to enable Dr. John McGrath, State 
Pathologist, to be communicated with. 

Patrick Madigan, the deceased man, 
lived in a new labourer’s cottage at 
Dough, near Kilkee, and was the father 
of ‘sixteen children. 


BELFAST WALL 
COLLAPSES 
YOUNG WOMAN DEAD 
Maisie Hamill (28), of Ferguson 


Drive, Belfast, a café worker, was 
fatally injured last night when a wall 
of a bombed building collapsed and 
wrecked a storeroom in which she was 
working. 

Martin Jones, a sailor, who heard 
her cries, went into the store to try 
and rescue her, and received severe 
injuries through a second fall of 
masonry. 

Hamill was working in a café in 
Fountain street, and while she was in a 
storeroom at the back of the café, 
portion of Coats’s building, which had 
been destroyed during a bombing raid 
on the city earlier this year, crashed 
through the roof of the store, and sbe 
was pinned beneath tons of brickwork 
and masonry. 

A.R.P. workers and civilians co- 
operated in releasing her, but she had 
received multiple injuries, and she died 
later in the Royal Victoria Hospital. 
The man. Jones, who tried to rescue 
her, also is in a serious condition.

SUPPLEMENTARY 
ESTIMATE 


A supplementary ) 

484,058 for the Department of Agri- 
culture making a total sum for the 
current year of £1,416,435, was intro- 
duced in the. Dail yesterday. The 
largest single item in the estimate 1s 
in respect of the Diseases of Animals 
Acts expenditure in compensation and 
other expenses for animal slaughter 
in connection with foot-and-mouth 
disease, It amounts to £472,957, 
which, with £64,500 voted in the last 
financiat year for the same purpose, 
brings the cost of the foot-and-mouth 
outbreak to £537,457. The sum of 
£27,515 was realised through salvage 
of the carcases of animals slaughtered 
on account of the disease. . 

The sum of £13,500 is being pro- 
vided for advertising and publicity in 
connection with food production, foot- 
and-mouth disease, and Dublin emer- 
gency meat supply, making the total 
sum for this purpose for the current 
year £28,304, Travelling and incidental 
expenses in respect of foot-and-mouth 
disease will cost £38,000. An addi- 
tional sum of £23,500 is required under 
the Allotments (Amendment) Act. The 
money is needed mainly for the pur- 
chase of seeds, manures and impie- 
ments for free distribution. 


STONES THAT 
NEVER ARRIVED 


CONSPIRACY CHARGE 


A sum of about £15,000, covering a
